third Mission to be established since, 
in the chain which later grew 
to a total of twenty-one. 

$50,000.00 has been set aside 
tor the preliminary work of the 
main building, which contains 
the chapel (shown above); fur¬ 
ther work will be done by the 
Franciscans who have been so 
successful in the restoration of 
other Missions turned over to 
their care, among which are 
Santa Barbara, San Miguel, 

Santa Ines and San Louis Rey. 

The work now in progress is 
under the direction of Harry 
Downey, who did such a re¬ 
markable job of restoration at 
Mission San Carlos Borromeo de 
Carmelo at Carmel that he has 
been consultant on practically 
every other restoration since 
then. 

Mission San Antonio was one 
of the largest and richest of all 
the Missions in the days be¬ 
fore secularization. Established 
by Fr. Serra on July 14, 1771, 
in a beautiful valley at the foot 
of the Santa Lucia Mountains, 
its growth was rapid. In fact, 
some 18 0 0 neophyte Indians 
were baptized here within the 
next few years. One finds it 
hard to believe such a thriving Card of Thanks 
community could once have 
graced this place, as the main 
highway is now 18 miles dis¬ 
tant and the valley is indeed 
deserted. 

The restoration work is un¬ 
covering many interesting ob¬ 
jects which graced the original 
Mission. Back of the sagging 
arches, seen in the left of the 
picture, was a great heap of 
rubble and disintegrated ’dobe. 

Upon clearing this away a com¬ 
plete tile floor was found; also 
many of the crude tools used 
by the padres were unearthed. 

To the right of the main build¬ 
ing was a small cemetery with 
only two headstones remaining. 

These have been augmented by 
additional finds in the ruins. 

One of the original bells still 
hangs in the tower and others 
are now being cast to replace 
those missing. 

The restoration of Mission 
San Antonio marks a long step 
in California’s attempt to re¬ 
store her many interesting his¬ 
torical buildings and land¬ 
marks. These efforts were led 
by Mr. Joseph R. Knowland,

and father of U. S. Senator Wm.

“City Makers” by Remi A. 
Nadeau, is a book about the 
men who dreamed a city and 
ended up with an empire. In an 
account as swift-paced as a 
novel, Mr. Nadeau’s book is not 
only exciting, but it shows ex¬ 
tensive historical research. Writ¬ 
ten across the pages of this 
particular dream of city-mak¬ 
ing are many colorful charac¬ 
ters—stage robbers, vigilantes, 
silver seekers, real-estate boom¬ 
ers.

Mr. Nadeau is a descendant 
of Remi Nadeau, the leading 
southern California freighter in 
the 1870’s, who built the first 
four story building in Los An¬ 
geles. 

For those who have a nos¬ 
talgia to see Paris and its en¬ 
virons again, the chateau coun¬ 
try—that enchanting valley of 
the Loire—ancient Brittany, the 
Pyrenees, “Footloose In France,” 
by Horace Sutton, is an unusual 
travel book about post-war 
France.

LEASH LAW ENFORCEMENT IS NO ANSWER 
TO SIERRA MADRE'S DOG PROBLEM 


Sierra Madre is the doggiest town we know. 

But that's nothing to hold against it. It may be that the size 
of the dog population in Sierra Madre is an indication of generosity, 
of kindness, of friendliness. 

In any event, having a dog or a litter of them is a family's 
privilege—and it is a privilege that the city will not readily re¬ 
linquish. 

The 900 or 1000 dogs that make their homes here, however, 
often create problems. Not only for the owners, but also for the 
neighbors and the police who must double in brass as dog catchers 
and dog quieters. 

Only about 700 of the city's dogs are licensed. Many of the 
balance are strays—and when it comes to dog control all unlicensed 
dogs must be considered strays. 

It might be well for unattached dog lovers to take some of the 
stray dogs into their homes and make good citizens of them, but in 
lieu of that, the police must keep them in check. 

But doing so presents problems that ordinarily are not and should 
not be police problems. , 

Because of a "dog crisis" several months ago, a contract with 
the San Gabriel Humane Society was terminated. But in the light 
of present conditions, the basis for that termination should be ex¬ 
amined again. 

The job of picking up unlicensed dogs and dogs that are creating 
a nuisance should not fall on the police. Sick, diseased and injured 
animals often must be picked up. Police squad cars were not built 
for such traffic. A person with some training in animal handling 
should be on hand for such jobs. __ 

If the city cannot hire a dog catcher on a part time basis out of 
the $1700 or $1800 it takes in each year from dog licenses, then it 
should again consider a contract service. 

A proposal that the "dog leash" law already on the books be 
enforced is under consideration. This would mean that every dog 
loose on the streets, whether it v/as making a nuisance of itself or 
not, would be picked up- The owner could, of course, reclaim 
his pet after paying impound fees. But such a program seems im¬ 
practical. 

Under such a program, any 'pet, even though licensed, would 
have to be confined and exercised on leash. 

The more proper step would be a reliable dog catcher service. 
That is up to the City Council. 

An animal should not be picked up just because it is not leashed. 
Rather the criterion should be whether or not the dog is licensed 
and whether or not it is creating a nuisance or threat. 

Dog owners here will then find protection for their pets in the 
city license.

Had it not been for 
these, the fire loss would have 
been a record low for all times 
in Sierra Madre. It only proves 
that there is never a safe time. 
After the dry season comes the 
cold season when fire places 
and other heating arrange¬ 
ments are put Into use. Many 
times a fire place that has been 
used for years will develop 
defect and should be thorough¬ 
ly examined before lighting 
after a long “lay-off.” A flue 
can become obstructed with 
materials carried there by birds 
or through some other source.
